125 cases of small pox among the negro 
refugee colonists, who are held in strict 
quarantine at that place.

Health officers are using every pre- 
caution to prevent the disease from 
spreading. Negroes are quarantined and 
all fresh arrivals from Mexico are vacci- 
nated.

Another horrible crossing accident took 


place yesterday on the Fitehbnrg railroad. 
A man and boy lost their lives by it and a 
horse was killed. 


In the morning early Justice H. Akin, a 


well-to-do farmer of Johnsonville, N. Y,, 
started for the village in company with a 
boy, Arthur Hunt, and a woman, who was 
a relative. The party were in a light 
wagon drawn by one horse. Young Hunt 
was allowed to drive. When they neared 
the crossing just a little this side of the 
station near the bridge, it is said they 
stopped to listen if a train was coming. 
They evidently satisfied them- elves that 
there was not and drove on. Just as they 
got on the west bound track the engine of 
the passenger train due in Troy at 9.20 
o'clock and which left here at 7.45 dashed 
into the wagon, shattering it to piecesand 
throwing Mr. Aikwrptbe boy and the 
horse before it on the -track. The train 
rushed on and over some of the bodies and 
wreckage. The woman who was with the 
party was uninjured and her screams were 
terrible. She was almost crazed at the 
sight and could not be comforted. 


The tra ill was stopped as soon as possi- 


ble after it had passed over the wreck and 
was backed up to the scene. Mrs. J. L. 
Comisky of this town and the two girls, 
who have been visiting her, were on the 
train. They felt the shock and the dread- 
ful sensation that conies from the wheels 
passing over something yielding which is 
probably a human body. When the train 
stopped Mrs. Comisky and her two 
friends, who were then on their way to 
Greenwich, got out and would not return 
to the crossing. The en ^pe presented a 
bloody and terrible a ^rearance. 
The 


front of it was bespa tejedrwith blood 
flesh and entrails of the %«rse. Some o 
the matter had dashed ujpjta' the coach 
windows. The engine looked like an in- 
strument of carnaga. There was confu- 
sion for the time. 
' 


When the train reach the crossing it 


was found, that Mr. Aiken had been killed 
outright. The boy was still alive, but died 
in a very short time. The horse had been 
dashed to death. The almost lifeless boy 
was picked up by the engineer, Byron 
Clark of Williamstown, son of Volney 
Clark, and was carried to a iiearrby house 
where he died. Conductor Stevens of this 
town was in charge of tbe train and he 
•did what he could- under the circnm- 


The crossing at which the accident hap- 


pened is a twin to the Pownal crossing at 
which such terrible havoc was made re- 
ently. The railroad crosses the high- 
way very obliquely and the surroundings 
are such that it is difficult to become 
aware of the approach of trains. There 
s a sharp curve at the place and the engi- 
neer cannot see what is at the crossing 
until almost upon it and the train is ob- 
scured from persons on the road. There 
is a heavy grade reaching down to the 
crossing and this prevents the easy stop 
of a train should an accident be impend- 
ing ftflfl Wie engineepbBfBtWMreiofiit.s IBhiB 
riPthe t&ird bad .acdidantoithat .has OOtnj- 
rBd ktitbe 'crossing.

He is a me- 
chanic of high ability and a thinker of no 
mean powers. A late issue of the Inde- 
pendent has the following mention of the 
fender and test and the report of the test 
by the Burlington Free Press: 


A public exhibition of Wetmore & 
Dodge's automatic car fender was made 
on Main street in front of the American 
house Thursday afternoon. As previously 
stated in these columns, the fender is the 
invention of W. H. Wetmore, of North 
Adams, Mass., and the United States pa- 
tents, which were allowed late in April 
last, are the property of Mr. Wetmore and 
the editor of "The Independent." The 
fender was manufactured by the Lang& 
Goodhue Manufacturing Co. of this city 
from drawings submitted by Mr. Wet- 
more. The thanks of the owners of the 
fender are due to President Lymanand 
Superintendent Jones for the many cour- 
tesies shown in furnishing free Of cost a 
car of the company wTiitfh raa3e tlie ex- 
periment of Thursday possible. Of its

AT public trial wasr given yesterday on 
Main street between St. Paul and Church 
streets, of the trollev car fender receatlv 
invented by W. H. Wetmore and owned 
by him ana P. C. Dodge of this city. It is 
an automatic fender and is something en- 
tirely new in this line. The fender is of 
very simple construction, having no deli- 
cate or intricate machinery, but at the 
same time it is very solidly built and 
strong, so strong in fact that about a doz- 
en men were placed upon ic with no ap- 
preciable diiference than when a bag of 
sand was upon it. The fender is carried 
about six inches from the track, and when 
it comes in contact with any object, how- 
ever small or light, it is of such sensi- 
bility that it unloosens automatically in 
the rear, drops close to the track in front, 
and at the fame instant springs back- 
ward about six inches, enabling it to get 
under the object. Wo en not in use it can 
be folded up compactly in frcnt of the 
dasher of the car. It is also under the im- 
mediate control of the motormau, besides 
being automatic. The motorman, wben 
he sees an object on the track, can press 
a Isvcr with h a foot and i islantly drop 
the fender. 
The experiments yesterday afternoon 
were conducted under the personal super- 
vision of Mr. Dodge, who used lor a 
dummy a large bag nlled with sawdust 
and sand, weighing probably 150 pounds. 
The test was a severe one, the mud being 
quite deep between the tracks, and a bag

can be cornered at any time by a few 
banking institutions in Europe and Aiuer-

Democratic party of Missouri, in conven- 
tion there Tuesday, committed itself to the 
principles of the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, and recognized the 
State Central Committee so as to place 
the party machinery entirely out of the 
control of the gold men.

JUSTICE JACKSON. 


Howell E. Jackson, justice of the Su- 


preme court of (he United States, died at 
Nashville, Tenn., yesterday afternoon, 
after a long and lingering illness at the 
age Of sixty-three years. His last public 
doty was performed in going t'> Washing- 
ton to sit on the income tax case, and this 
exhausting and trying duty very much 
hastened bis death. 


Justice Jackson was born at Paris, 


Tenn., April 8, 1832. He graduated at 
West Tennessee college in 1843, and sub- 
sequently spent two years at the univer- 
sity <ff Virginia. He graduates from the 
Cumberland la,w<Whool° -In IgW-fljj^jje*' 
ganjthj) prac^jcl^Mglaw -in Jackao&,.t;but 
removed to Meaigkis m.1859. When t-he 
war%i?bke out 'Be' was appointed to a 
civil position under the confederate gov- 
ernment, and on the return of peace re- 
sumed his law practice in Memphis, but 
removed to Jackson again in 1S76. On 
two occasions he had served ior brief pe- 
riods as a judge of the state supreme court 
by appointment, and in 187S was a promi- 
nent candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for a similar position. In 1880 he 
was elected to the Legislature from Madi- 
son county, and was always a stanch ad- 
vocate of honest dealing with athe credit- 
ors of the state. In January, 1881, while a 
member of the Legislature, he was elected 
to the United States Senate. President 
Cleveland appointed him United States 
circuit judge for the sixth judicial district 
March 3, 1887. He waa appointed a Su- 
preme court justice by President Harri- 
0on, succeeding the late Justice Lamar. 


Ac an added proof that Senator Quay is 


for, Senator Cunvron for president, an in- 
cident of the past week may be stated. 
The chairman of the republican commit- 
tee in Lycoming county wrote to Mr.Quay, 
GOT.' Hastings , C. L. Magee, David Mar- 


tin,

against Senator Cameron for president,

Senator Quay's answer on the silver 


question was very direct. He said he was 
not in favor of the 16 to 1 ratio.

position in the matter of Senator Cam- 
man's candidacy for the presidency, he 
did not reply directly, but said that Sena- 
torCameron is in New England and has 
not intimated his dearies one way or the 
other, and in the absence of any knowl- 
edge of_Senator Cameron's intentions, he 
laid he prefered not to discuss the matter. 
It is generally conceded that Mr. Quay, if 
tie secures control of the national conven- 
tion next year, will endeavor to throw it 
M a unit'for Senator Cameron.—Burling- 
ton Free Press. 


The Christian missionaries of China are 


in no little danger. The missions already 
attacked are in the interior, where the 
Ch'in«ae hatred of foreigners is the most 
Intense, and these massacres may be but 
the beginning of a systematic persecution 
of Christians and foreigners. It may be 
that it occurred with the connivance of 
th£ authorities. It has been suggested 
that this nvent is likely to check the prog- 
ress of missions. They err who make this 
suggestion and do not understand the 
miirionary spirit. The men and women 
who carry Christianity to heathendom 
nnderetand something of the malignity of 
heathen fanaticism. 
They know that 


they carry their lives in their hands, but 
they are men and women who count not 
their lives dear unto themselves. They 
deserve the fullest protection. If China 
cannot give it to them, then the duty of 
England aud the United States is plain. 


Now that Vice-President Stevenson has 


declared that President Cleveland is not a 
candidate for a third term, there may be 
something in ex-Secretary Whitnfiy's am- 
bition according to the New York corre- 
spondence of the Boston Herald, Mr. 
Whitney is the coming man of the New 
York democracy. The assertion is made 
that Mr. Cleveland desires neither a third 
term nor a fourth nomination, and that 
he has determined to make Mr. Whitney 
his official legatse. AH that is lacking 
now is the consent of the man for whom 
the president is preparing the star of des- 
tiny. Mr. Whitney is known to be re- 
luctant, but an imperative command from 
Gray Gables is expected to bring him to 
terms. And the astounding assertion is 
made that Whitney and Cleveland are 
close friends, thus giving a refutation to 
the charge that they have not been on 
speaking terms since 1892. 


Some one got very unduly scared out in 


Wyoming and Idaho over an Indian out- 
break that never existed or of which there 
was any danger. The more clearly the in- 
cidents of the trouble at Jackson's Hole in 
Wyoming are brought to lisht the worse 
does it look for the white men who were 
concerned in it and for Governor Richards 
himself. It now appears that there was 
not a general massacre of the Indian 
prisoners, ns at first reported. Only one 
Indian was killed outright and one other 
wounded, while one pappoose w.is lost in 
the flight and hav not J*et been found. 
Yet the fear of reprlsils led Governor 
Kichards to put tho government to the 
great expense of a military expedition 
and to s>t*rtle the country with stories of 
the massacre of settlers. 


What news is news in the dull summer 


months. From Washington there comes 
a report which says that President Cleve- 
land has been rejected by a life insurance 
company, which had subjected him to a 
physical examination, with a view to in- 
suring bia life for a largo sum, and says> 
"This rumor ha^ caused the wildest ex- 
citement in official circles. All of the 
President's friends who have been seen 
since midnight have declared their ignor- 
ance of the matter." This is almost as 
startling as the news sent out from Gray 
Gables a few days since that Mr. Cleve- 
land had been stung by a hornet and the 
hornet was yet at large.

THOUGHT IN JAPAN. 


The "S«mslilii &akuln" of Tokyo—Founded 


by Americans — Christians, Buddhists, 
Shmtoists and ConfucianUts Working 


' Together In ITnity. 


There is in Tokyo, the capital of the 


Japanese empire, an institution unique 
and remarkable. It is the "Sensriuu 
Sakuiu,'' or School For Advanced Loam- 
ing. It is part of the work of the Amer- 
ican Unilarian association in Japan, aud 
its chief support and inspiration come, 
it is hardly necessary to say, from Bos- 


ton. 
This school was established four 


years ago. 


At the head of the Senshin Sakuiu 


stands Mr. Clay MacCauley, president 
and founder, whose published essay on 
'' The Reli gious'Problem In Japan; How 
Solve It?'' has been widely read and 
quoted. His school has so far had more 
than 40 students, who have devoted 
themselves to scientific and philosophic- 
al study of religion, ethics and ^ocial 
science. The methr 4 ^s perfectfy fren 
inquiry, no prejudice being manifested 
toward auy existing religion. It is the 
only school of the kind in Japan, aud 
there are few like it in the world. The 
faculty is composed of ss)veu members, 
and the examinations are rigid. There 
are no te^books, all teaching being 
through lectures and essays. There are 
Christians, Buddhists, Shintoists and 
Confucianiats by education and associa- 
tion in the faculty, but all have the 
same object in view—search for the 
truth wherever it mny be found. Mr. 
MacCauley is a Christian, but he inter- 
prets Christianity as large enough to in- 
clude the abjpct. 


The building in which the school is 


maintained is called Yuiilsnkwan(TJnity 
hall). Its value, with the grounds, is 
22,000 yen. It was ten It out of the sub- 
scriptions of the American Unitarian 
association. Tho Japan mission of the 
American tmitariaii association has a 
publication department and church en- 
tension department, besides Mr. Mac- 
Cauley's Free Thought school. Under 
these auspices pamphlets and books are 
printed and sent out, designed to fur- 
ther the study of religious ethics and 
social science, aud a monthly magazine 
culled Shukyo (Religion) is published, 
which is an open arena for thinkers, 
dealing with themes concerning the 
higher life of the Japanese people. This 
magazine has beoii in existence about, 
four years, and it is a decided formative 
force in the literature of Japan. Its list

WAS "CUTAND DRIED" 


Hwasaiisr Massacre Sot the Result of 


a Sudden Outburst of fury. 


Vegetarians Declared Their 


Intentions Beforehand. 


Prompt Action Necessary to Prevent a Series 


of Further Riots. 


NEW YOBE, Aug. 9.— A special from 


Foo-Chow to Tha World says: The evi- 
dence already obtained shows that the 
massacre »t H wasting was planned at least 
a week beforehand. 


The foreign consuls have the names of 


the leaders in it and some of the partici- 
pants. An official of Foo-Ohow sent 210 
soldiers into that section on July 24, to 
prevent the Vegetarians from murdering 
the Chinese 


The Vegetarians thought the mission- 


aries had caused the troops to bo sent, and 
decided to kill them. 
They began im- 


mediately to gather atacertain designated 
place. In passing through the villages on 
their way to the rendezvous the Veg- 
etarians publicly declared their intention 
to destroy the churches and to kill the 
Christians* 


Tho local officials knew of this, but 


tl ey did nothing to protect or even to 
warn the foreigners. The night before 
tlie massacre, a native pastor in the city of 
Ku-Cheog heard the Vegetarians were go- 
ing to kill the foreigners on the morrow. 
He wrote a letter of warning to Mr. Stew- 
art at Hwasang, but delayed sending it 
until daylight. The messenger arrived 
half an hour too late. Dr. Gregory was in 
theeilyoE Kii-Cheug »t the time, but ho 
was not notified. The foreigners had no 
suspicion of rlie intended slaughter.

The statement of Miss Mabel C H. 


Hartford, the only American at Hwasang 
at the time of the massacre, is as follows: 
'•Aug. 1, at 7.3U a in., I heard shouts. 
They wore tlie yells of servants, who rushed 
in shouting to me to get up, for the Vege- 
tarians woro coming, tearing down the 
ho uses on the liill belonging to the Eng- 
lish mission. 


"A few minutes later a teacher en me to 


my door and told me to run 
I put on 


my clothes and rusliod to the door. I was 
met by a man with u, tndeiit spear, who 
yelled' 'lleiv is a foreign woman ' He 
pointed the speur at my chest. I twisted 
it to one sido, and it just grazed my car 
and head He threw me to the ground 
and beat mo with the wooden end of the 
sprar. A servant came and wrenched the 
spear away, and I ran along tlie load. 
All tins time the yells went on, and two 
houses were burning to the ground.

FAMOUS MIST GONE, 


Justice Jackson Dies of Consumption 


In His Tennessee Home. 


Had Long Been a Sufferer 


From the Disease. 


Secretary Carlisle May Now Be Promoted to 


the Supremo Bench. 


NASHVILLE, Aug. 9.—Howell K. Jack- 


son died at 2 p. m. yesterday at his resi- 
dence at West Meade, aged 03. Hfc was 
affected with a complication of diseases 
which it was impossible to fight off. 
Nevertheless, he did not take to his bed 
until eight days ago. After that his family 
and friends realized that the end was near. 


Howoll EdmuniU Jackson was horn in 


Paris, Tenn., April 8,1832, so thai he was 
in his 63d year at the time of his death. 
Justice Jackson was a classical scholar, 
graduating from the West Tennessee col- 
logo in 1818. He studied law two years at 
tin University ot Virginia and iu Jack- 
son under his kinsmen, Judges A. W. O. 
Gotten and Milton Brown-, 
graduated 


from the Lebanon law school in 1850, in 
which year ho located in Jackson aud en- 
gaged jn the practice of his profession; re- 
moved to Memphis in M69, where ho con- 
tinued the practice of H».v, served on the 
supreme bench by appointment on two 
occasions, and was once a prominent can- 
didate for supreme judge before the nom- 
inating convention; relocated in Jackson 
In 1878; was elected to the state house of 
representatives in 1880 on the state credit 
platform; was elected to the United 
States senate as a Democrat in 1881, and 
served till April 13, 1886; was appointed 
United States circuit judge by President 
Cleveland and nominated for associate 
justice by President Harrison, was con- 
firmed by the senate Feb. 18,1893, and en- 
tered upon the duties of the office March 
4,1893.

to recover, the name of his successor was 
considerably speculated on. The idea was 
suggested by some that the president 
would again name Messrs. Peckhain or 
Hornblower of New York, while the selec- 
tion of a man from the west fell to Don 
Dickinson. Postmaster General Wilson 
was strongly spoken of as among the pos- 
sibilities, while the majority of opinion 
was that Secretary Carlisle could have the 
place if he wanted it. Mr. Carlisle would 
be especially eligible, as he would be ap- 
pointed from the same district that the 
death of Justice Jackson has made vacant. 


The last time Judge Jackson was in 


Washington was on tho occasion of the 
rehearing of the income tax cases last 
May'. He had been absent from the city 
and from the bench since the preceding 
fall, when, soon after the convening of the 
October term of the court, he had been 
compelled to go south on account ot his 
rapidly declining health. During his ab- 
sence there had been contradictory reports 
as to his physical condition. 


Mr. Jackson had the reputation in Wash- 


ington, and especially around the supreme 
court, of being very sensitive concerning 
any discussion of his health in the public 
press, and ho referred to tho subject very 
sparingly in bis own conversations. The 


This 
state of affairs"' is "said to "nave been the 
rcnson,for Jfte\ equivocal character, of the 
announoe,ment of theMtjelsioHto jgrant a

He wa? in Washington, on the occasion 


of the rehearing, for several days, and gave 
his attention assiduously to the income 
tax cases. He sat through the argument, 
which continued for three days, took part 
in the consultation of the court, and when 
the day arrived for the announcement of 
the decision, not only listened patiently to 
the opinions of most of the other members 
of tho court, but delivered a vigorous opin- 
ioo of Ws own in support of the validity 
of the law. This occurred on May 30, and 
was his last public appearance. He re- 
turned to his home in Tennessee late in 
Xay. 


When Judge Jackson was last in Wash 


ington it was evident to all who came iu 
contact with him that life was slowly but 
surely ebbing away, and that the effort he 
made in performing his duties in the in- 
come tax emergency was made at the ex- 
pense of his vitality. 


As senator and justice oi the supreme 


court, Mr. Jackson had resided in Wash- 
ington about eight years. His associates 
here wero confined largely to his colleagues 
on the bench and in the senate chamber. 
By .them he was universally esteemed as a 
man of high moral worth aud rich intel- 
lectual attainments, as was evinced in 
nothing so much as in his appointment to 
the supreme court bench by President 
Harrison and his confirmation by a Bo 
publican senate. 


Judge Jackson was twice married, the 


first time to MUs Sophia Malloy, daughter 
of David B. Malloy, a banker of Memphis, 
who died in 1878. Of this union were born 
four children, as follows: Henry, Mary, 
William H. and Howell Jackson. 


In 187(5 Judge Jackson married Miss 


Mary B. Harding, daughter of General 
William Harding. Of this union three 
children survive: The Misses Elizabeth 
and Louise Jackson, and Harding A. 
Jacksou. With the exception of Miss 
Elizabeth and William H., Jr., who are 
now in Europe, the children were at the 
bedside when the sufferer passed away.
